Senator Hereford’s Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Senator Hereford 
Will to-morrow introduce in the Senate a bill 
to provide that all monies paid to the Govern- 
ment by the Pacific Railroads under the acts 
of Congress of 1802 and 1884 for 
their construction, and all momes 
due from the railroad corporations 
to the United States shall be wrde and 
paid to the various States, Territories ad the 
District of Columbia, as fast as it is received 
to be applied by said States, Territories and 


District for educational purposes; that the 
money sball be distributed to the 
States, Territories and District 


in proportion to the population of each and 
shall be applied to the purpose of general ed- 
ucation without distinction of sex, race or 
color. 


Senator Eaton’s Intention. 
WASHINGTON, February 16.—senator Eaton 
stated to-day that he intends moving to dis- 
charge the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
from all consideration of the subject of inter- 
oceanic canals and railways, and to press the 


resolution. He reported to-day in order that 
Congress may stand upon the decided ground 
in that resolution in favor of the right 


of the United States Government to maintain 


control of the isthmus and canal and similar 


works.

The Resolutions to be Introduced at To- 
Night's Meeting of the Kerwin 
Organization. 


The Committee of Seventy met last night at 
Armory Hal! to hear the re- 
port of the Conference Committee 
Which had been appointed to treat with the 
advisory board selected by the Democratic 
Central Committee, The report of the Con- 


ference Committee last night covered the 
ground which had been gone over up to Tues- 
day morning and was perfectly satisfactory to 


the seventy. It was in substance that 
the advisory board had * 
a resolution which will be presented at to- 


nicht's meeting of the Central Committee, re- 
questing that body to delegate all its powers 
to the rdvisory board of seven members who 
have been appointed by the Central Commit- 
tee to meet the eight members selected by the 
Arrmory Hall party. The _ resolutions 
call for the lelection of eight leading 
Democrats to meet with the advisory board, 
but the committee of seventy insist that all of 
them sball be members of this latter body. 
The resolutions will he. carefully drawn up 
and will be in such a shape as to 
tind the central committee to abide the action 
of its advisory board. As the seventy will have 
eight members inthe organization, and the 
central committee only seven, it easy to see the 
result. A member ofthe committee of sev- 
enty, in conversation with a Posr-Disraren 
reporter to-day, said that he had carefully 


studied the tield, and tnat he 
thought _, there was no doubt 
that the central committee was 


in the sere and yellow leaf. A majority of its 
members bad become convinced that the fight 
jv a hopeless one and that a voluntary surren- 
der at this moment is preferable to a foreed 
one at a later date. Why,“ said another 
prominent member, we have everything 


arranged. Our organization is work- 
ing like a charm. At the last 


meeting of the committee on organization of 
wards and precincts, the reports showed that 
precincts, societies with chairman and all 
complete had been formed in seven-eighths 
of the voting places in the city. The members 
ofthis organizing committee originally ap- 
pointed the precinct chairmen. These 
chairmen have organized the reeinet 
sub-committees and have also met and seleet- 
ed a Chairman foreach Ward. These latter 
gentlemen are ex-ofticio members of the Com- 
mittee on organization of Wards and pre- 
eincts and in this way the communication be- 
tween the seventy and the people is direct 
und universal. Although we have said 
little about it, we have put the party ona 
better footing than it ever had before.” Tae 
same gentleman stated that the published re- 
ports—which conveyed the idea that the 
members of the sub-committees had met with 
opposition and that the Central Committee 
was found to be very strong, were absolutely 
false. The Central Committee was 
not mentioned in any report 
save one, in Which a Ward member stated it 
Was as dead as a a door-nail in his neighbor- 
hood. The Conference Committee from the 
Seventy and the Advisory Board from the 
Central Committee meet at noonto-morrow 
at the Library room of the Repnblican office to 
take such steps as will be necessitated by 
the action taken on the resolutions introduced 
at to-night’s meeting. To-morrow night the 
conference committee will report its success 
or failure to the parent organization at 
Armory Hall. 

The Committee on Organization of Wards 
and Precinets Meet to-night at Armory Hall to 
bear the reports of the various chairmen, and 
to take such other action as may seem proper. 
Capt. Silas Bent stated that the mass 
meeting which had previously been announced 
for Saturday night had been postponed until 
the following Saturday. Chiefly because the 
condition ofthe weather had delayed prepar- 
utions that were to be made. Another mem- 
ber said there Was no especial reason for the 
postponement of the mass-meeting, save 
that it was deemed. advisable to take more 
time. 

“Tf these resolutions pass to-night, the 
meeting will be a regular love feast’’ said this 
gentieman, “we'll fraternize and have a good 
time.

In preference to taking bis chances at swing- 
ing from the gallows, Clevis Hardin, the negro 
roustabout who killed Prince Ferdinand, his 
friend, to-day accepted a sentence of fifteen 
years in the Penitentiary.

din walked off and shortly afterwards was 
arrested. He did not know on what 
charge until next morning, when he 
realized that he had killed his best friend. 
He was indicted for murder in the first — — 
and on first arraignment pleaded not guilty. 
To-day he pleaded guilty to murder in the 
second degree, and was sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary for fifteen years.

The Bogus Character of Her Prophecy 
Now Disturbing Fouls. 
Fromthe N. V. Sunday World. 

The credulous and superstitious in English- 
spevking communities have been greatly ex- 
ercised concerning this year of grace, 1881, by 
Zacdkiel Tao Sze, dubbed a year of wonders. 
The astronomical phenomena certainly make 
it a notable year, and there is the further fact 
that such another year will not be seen until 
A. D. that is to say, one whose number 
reads backwards, forwards, right side up and 
upside-down the same, to say nothing of its 
complications of nines. If ‘*Anglo-Isracl,”’ 
Prof. Piazzi Smyth, and the other students of 
the Great Pyramid are to be believed, the 
„ yrumid inch“ points its slow, unmoving 
finger—as it were to a cataclysm of some sort 
tor the present time; while almost every other 
newspaper in the country thrills its readers by 
recalling how Mother Shipton,” after an- 
nouncing no end of marvels that have been

ning: 

Carriages without horses shall go, 
made the explicit prediction: 

The world to end shall come

“Tle prophecies of Mother Shipton,” savs 
Charles Mackay, are still believed in many of 
the rural districts of England. In cottages 
une = «oservants’ halls her reputation is 
rent, and she rules the most popular of Brit- 
ish prophets, among all the uneducated or 
half-ccducated portions of the community.” 
She is generally supposed to have been bora 
ut Kuneresborough, inthe reign of Henry VII., 
und to have sold her soul tc the devil for the 
powcr of foretelling future events. Though 
during her life-time she was looked upon as a 
Witch, she yet escaped the witeh’s tate an! 
diced peaceiully in her bed at an extreme old 
vec, in 1501, near Clifton, in Yorkshire. <A 
stone is said to have been erected to her mem— 
ory in the churchyard of that place, with the 
following epitaph: 

Here lies she who never lied, 
Whose skill often has been trie 
lier prophecies shall still survive 
And ever keep her name alive. 

Never a day passed,” says her traditioniry 
biography, “‘wherein she did not relate some- 
thing remarkable, and that required the most 
serious consideration. People flocked to her 
from far and near, her fame was so great. 
They went to her of all sorts, both old ana 
young, rich and poor, especially voung maid- 
ens, to be resolved of their doubts relating to 
things to come; and all returned wonderfully 
satisfied in the explanations she gave to their 
questions. Among the rest went the Abbot 
of Beverly, to whom she foretold the sup— 

yression of the monasteries by Henry VIII., 
iis marriage with Anne Boleyn, the fires for 
heretics in Smithfield, and the execution of 
Mary, Queen of Scots; she also foretold the 
necession of James I., adding that with him 
From the cold North 
Every evil should come forth.“ 

Knaresborough’s claims to the honor of her 
hbirthpiace have not been uncontested, and 
her residence is asserted by oral tradition to 
have been for mann years a cottace at Wins- 
low -cium-Shipton, Bucks. The euarijest piece 
onthe subject of her predictions appeared in 
Isi!--**The Prophesie of Mother Shipton, 
lomteliing the death of Cardinal Wolsey ana 
others, as also What should happen in issuing 
times.’* The stofty is given in all the chap- 
hook copies of the Cardinal vowing vengeance 
tgainst the witch who prophesied, as he was 
looking from a tower upon Yorkminister, 
that he should never get there, The legend 
of Mother Shipton seems to date from the 
scventeenth century, and pro yhecies il iting 
from the reign of Henry Vill. were then 
attributed to her, agreeably to custom which 
atalltimes has induced people to father on 
cclehbrated or notorious characters utterance: 
they desired themselves to disclaim or for 
Which un exeeptionally wide circulation was

The prophecies of Mother Shipton, editions 
of 1641, 1642, 1648, 1662, 1667 and so on, are 
aves inthe Baitish museum, and we 

ave in on excellent authority that not one of 
them contains a linc of importance. They are 
a Vacue jumble of local predictions and with- 
out general meaning or interest or pertinent 
descriptions of events that have since o-- 
curred. We have some of them lving before 
us as Me Write. For instance, there is one as 
follows: 

Mon fate to England shall restore 
A king to reign as heretofore. 
Great death in London shall be though 
And many houses be laid low." 

This prediction seems to hare been exten- 
sively believed in London, for at. the time of 
the Great Fire (shortly after the restoration 
of Charles II.) the Duke of York found his 
efforts to induce the humbler classes to stay 
the progress of the flames impeded by the su-

guinary consequence ensued. It is a little 
curious that the respectable folk who swal- 
lowed this prediction forgot that the grass- 
hopper represented the crest of Sir Thomas 
Gresham, founder of the first Exchange, 
which was not built till nine years after 
Mother Shipton’s death. But the famous 


prediction, 
‘‘Carriages without horses shall go, 


is still more extraordinary. It is said to have 
been written in 1448 and to have been brought 
to light in 1841, the text being found in the 
British Museum. The date of her death be- 
ing 15¢1, Mother Shipton must have been very 
old when she died and very young when she 
took to prophecy! No signs of, the text of 
this wonderful prediction—-the only rational 
one ever attributed to her and the only 
one that ever came true—coula 
be found at the British Museum, aud finally 
(see Notes and queries, p. Bd, 
44th S., vol. xi.) it was announced 
thet Mr. Charles Hindley, of Brighton, had 
coniessed that be had fabricated the prophe- 
cy, With some ten others, in order to mike 
his edition of the dame’s predictions issued in 
1862 sell! One fact which has escaped the at- 
tention it justly merited dates back barely two 
years. We condense the account given in the 
Pall Mall Gazette in 1879: „Of the prophecies, 
the most widely believed in had reference to 
the fate of Ham Hill, a large stone quarry in 
the neighborhood of Yeovil. It was to the 
effect that at 12 o'clock on the Good Friday of 
1879 Ham Hill should suddenly be swallowed 
up by an earthquake, and that at the same 
time Yeovil should be visited by a tremen- 
dous flood. Withsuch real anxiety was Good 
Friday looked forward to, in consequence, 
that people actually left the locality with their 
families and went to stay with their friends in 
other parts of the country until the dreaded 
‘visitation’ should be over; others, whose 
faith was less robust, nevertheless thought it 
advisable to remove their pots and pans from 
the shelves of their cupboards and to stow 
away their clocks and looking- 
Classes in luces where they 
were not likely to be shattered by the shock 
of the earthquake: others, again, suspended 
gardening operations for a day or two, think- 
ing it mere waste to commit good seed to 
earth that was likely to behave so treacher- 
ously. Onthe morning of Good Friday itself 
large numbers of people—many of them from 
a distance—flocked to the spot, or as neur to 
the spot as they dared venture, to await, half 
incredulous and half in terror, the stroke of 
12 and the fultilmentof the prophecy. When. 
however, the appointed hour had passed and 
Ham Hill still stood unabashed, they began to 
look sheepishly into each other’s faces and to 
move away.“ N 

Readers of Gibbon and Voltaire do not need 
to be reminded of the epidemic terror of the 
Christian world atthe approach of the fated 
year 1000, whenthe pilgrims thronged to the 
Holy Land, “singing psalms as they went, and 
looking with fearful eyes upon the sky, which 
they expected eath moment to open, to let the 
Son of God descend in his glory.“ Again, 
during the great plague—1345-50—was the 
end of the world confidently expected. Every 
great comet has been regarded as the prophet 
of evil—latterly as the possible agent of 
destruction. In Europe in 1832—and especial- 
lv in Germany—the danger to the globe was 
solemnly discussed and “many persons re- 
frained from undertaking or concluding any 
business during that vear, solely because of 
their apurehensions.’’ So lately as 1872 did 
we have our own little comet scare in America. 
We need not speak of the Millerite crazes, of 
the predictions of Irving and Cumming, and of 
oll their sect down to Col. W. A. Daker, of the 
Royal Engineers, who figured out the Resur- 
rection of the Just for December 6, 1874; the 
Translation of the Saints for la. m., January 
24, 1875, and the descent of Christ on Mount 
Olivet at sunset of September 20, 1878. In 
1736, on the 13th of October, Whiston sent 
crowds outto Islington aud Hampstead and 
the fields intervening to witness the destru:- 
tion of London, preiude to the destruction 
ofthe world. In 1761. after two shocks of 
earthquake, February 8 und March S, all Lon- 
‘lon went into a nervous fever over the predic- 
tions oa soldier—Bel!, of the Life Guards — 
who went wildly about the streets declar- 
ing that the city would be overwhelmed ina 
third shock on the 5th of April. Thousands 
deserted the city to take lodgings in subur- 
ben Villages or encainp in the fields when ac- 
commodation could not be had for love or 
money, and us many thousands poured in 
from the surrounding country to see the eat- 
wstrophe. Bell went openly mad soon after 
the failure of his prediction. In 1806, some 
wags by inscribing a hen’s eggs with the 
words **Christ is coming,’’ precipitated a re- 
ligeous panic in Leeds, till the trick was dis- 
covered. Away back on the Ist of February, 
1324, When it Was predicted that a high tide 
would destroy 10,000 houses in London, more 
than 20,000 citizens fled into Kent and Essex 
to escape the visitation, while Bolton,P rior of 
St. Bartholomew's, a pious man and prudent 
Withal, built on an eminence at Harrow-on- 
the-Hlill a little Tower on Babel, which he 
stocked with two months’ provisions, and 
whither on the 24th of January be removed 
with ull the inmates of his priory, the further 
precaution being taken of filling the fortress 
With boats manned by expert oarsmen, so 
that if the waters prevailed on the top of the 
hiil the community might seek an 
rat on Skiddaw or the Peak of Devon- 
shire. When the flood did not come off ac- 
cording to appointment the prophets were 
lucky cnough to escape the popular ven- 
veance by discovering an error in their ealcu- 
lationx which had fixed the event for Febru- 
ary I. 14, instead of February 1, 1624. They 
were Juckicr than the hapless Peter of Ponte- 
fract (Peter Wakefield), who set England tn 
u fſerment by predicting in 1211 that King 
John should reign no longer than Ascension 
Dav. John at first treated him as “an idiot 
knave, and such a one lacketh his right 
wiltes,“ but the seer was so unwise after his 
harrow escape as to Go on “prating thereof 
at large, and trattling and talking more than 
enough: other savings were attributed to 
bim provocative of riot and tending to annoy 
the hing and encourage his enemies. When 
Ascension Day had passed the anti-royal par- 
ty contended that the prediction hwl been 
fulfilled, for Jom did not reign but the Pope 
to Whom he had surrendered the crown, but 
the King, instead of appreciating the ingenu- 
ity of this explanation, adopted very radical 
measures, and “commanded that he should 
be hanged up, and his sonne also with him, 
lest ny more false prophets should arise of

Among the greatest treasures of the Turner 
drawings exhibited at the National Gallery 
are the two called Angry Swans,” painted in 
white on common brown paper which bas 
been around a parcel.

Even to think of such 
work as this in comparison with our 
own may inspire us with emulation 
or fill us with despair; it depends 
in a measure upon what is born with us— 
whether the “ed anch ’io son pittore’’ be a 
teeming promise or anempty boast. Brown 
paper of the darkest shade and thickest text- 
ure and gray er of a cool granite tint are 
just now muchin demand as materials for 

ainting upon for dados, panels, cornices,and 
,00k-covers and other things. They give a 
background on which the light and shade are 
at once relieved; and while the gray paper is 
the softest, brown paper, partly by the con- 
trast of the rough surface, gives the most re- 
lief. The best brown paper for the purpose 
is the stout, continuous kind used by paper- 
hangers and upholsterers for backing, which 
can be had at all the carpet warehouses in any 
quantity. The colors are oil paints in tubes or 
water colors well ground with Chinese white, 
used with fine bristles or red sable brushes. 
Another method is to lay on the Chinese white, 
well ground to the consistence of thin cream, 
and when it is dry to paint over it with ordi- 
nary water colors. Red sable brushes are also 
the best for both the latter. Minute 
finish is out of character with 
the kind of work: the effect should 
be put in broadly, and the designs be distinct 
and of few large objects. Brown paper will not 
bear much India-rubber, and in laying on the 
Chinese white it is better, if possible, to do 
so without any outline at all. If one is nec- 
essary, it should be either transferred or 
sketched in with charcoal, which can be dust- 
ed off if a mistake is made. Neither paper 
requires sizing previously, or varnishing af- 
terwards. All water-color painting, on what- 
ever material, can be removed and therefore 
smudged, with water; therefore, door panels, 
book-covers, or anything else to be painted, 
must be carefully cut out, fixedin place with 
embroidery paste, and left to dry thoroughly 
before the coloring is begun. A dado can 


only be properly put up by the paperhanger.“ 


Bookcovers should be turned over the edges 
and faced with colored paper. & good design 
for door-panels is four water-plants, one in 
each, standing up immediately from the bot- 
tom, with a few horizontal lines behind them, 
to give the idea of water, the actual line of the 
horizon being an exact level in all four. The 
left-hand upper panel may be the arrowhead, 
with blue butter-flies; the next a yellow iris, 
with green and gold dragon-flies. The right 
hand lower one can have bulrushes, with a blue 
butterfly, and the left the flowering rush, 
with white butter-flies again. A brown 
screen would look well with sunflowers and 
bulrushes, with blue butterflies on alternate 
panels, the yellow and the brown shading into 
the color of the ground. For gray paper, 
flights of swallows, with peach and plum and 
cherry blossom here and there, would be suit- 
able. Flat conventional flowers, like those in 
leaded glass, are adapted for painting of this 
kind; and when they are employed the back- 
ground may be diapered with a darker shade 
ofthe same color, using sepia or vandyke 
brown for the brown paper, Payne’s gray for 
the othertint. Studies of flowers, to be af- 
terward combined and painted from, for de- 
signs, are easily and quickly made on brown 
paper: anditis excellent practice to copy 
casts on it in white, leaving the paper itself 
for the decpest shade, using thin white for 
the half liguts and thick for the highest. Bor- 
ders can also be painted in white, shaded 
With vandyke brown or Payne’s gray. Brown 
pay be gilt by using Judson's or Bessemer’s 
gold like ordinary paint. The color of tlre 
gold will be much richer if the design is pre- 
viously gone over with vermilion; and must 
he outlined with black, the darkest shade of 
brown or vermilion on the right side. As 
lettering is particularly easy of execution and 
effective in this work, it is suitable for mot- 
tocs and Inscriptions.

A New Volcano. 

Richmond, Va., Special to Chicago Times, Feb. 13. 

Intelligence received here from Gantly 
Bridge, Fayette county, states that there is 
intense excitement. over the discovery of a 
voleano. While Mr. James G. Jones was 

rospecting for minerals on the top of the Al- 
feghany Mountains he made the discovery. 
He telegraphs the following brief account: 
“T chanced to turn my eyes to the left, and 1 
noticed, some fifteen or twenty yards from 
me, a smoke, which seemed to be produced by 
a smali fire. Ithoughtit strange that a fire 
of that kind should be uppn this mountain, so 
far from any dwelling. [walked near to see 
that I was not mistaken, and upon 
reaching the spot I found it was not 
smoke, asI had at first thought, but steam, 
which seemed to gush from the earth 
with great heat and force, and which had an 
indescribable and sickening odor. [then put 
a pole, twenty-one feet long, which was the 
longest I could find, in the hole, but could not 
touch any bottom. The heat and its unpleasant 
odor made it impossible for me to examine 
the hole more than a moment or so at atime. 
I then dropped some rocks in the hole, and 
could hear them for some time plunging and 
roaring, as they went down into the bottom- 
less steam valve. I then lita match and ap- 
plied it to the steam, thinking perhaps there 
might be some gas, but the match was ex- 
tingnished the moment the steam from this 
cave touched it. I then lighted a large piece 
of paper, and put it down in the hole some 
four or five feet, but it, too, was immediately 
extinguished when coming in contact with the 
steam, the draft being so great that it blew 
the paper from its mouth some five or six

The Republic of San Marino.

There is a rumor ofthe Republic of Andorro 
being absorbed by either France or Spain, 
and there is some talk of the little Republic 
of San Marino being in danger from Italy. 
The continued existence of these tiny na- 
tionalities really seems to be an absurdity. 
To approach San Manrino you travel along : 
pretty good road from Rimini. The town of 
San Marino is built on a rock, and the ascent 
thereto from the lower townis by one nar- 
row circuitous road, which can be easily de- 
fended in case of need. It was my good luck 
to be in San Marino on the day of the inau- 
guration of the president, a ceremony which 
takes place every six months. The new 
official, dressed ina black robe and looking 
very much like a Protestant minister of 
the olden time, . marched through 
the streets to the town hall and was there for- 
mally inducted into office. The few shops in 
the little town were closed and the entire pop- 
ulace were in the streets. Everythiog was so 
painfully decorous and solemn that one in- 
stinctively looked for a hearse, forgetting that 
it was not a funeral. 

There are some pretty buildings in the town 
of San Marino. Conspicuous among them, 
on a superb terrace of rock, is a church built 
in the classic style, and bringing to mind one’s 
fancies of Greece and the column-crowned 
Acropolis. Otherwise, San Marino is a rather 
dreary place, despite its elevated position on 
a high rock, commending a view of Rimini, the 
Marches and the Adriatic. This position is 
unrivalled. Cortona and Perugia lack this 
splendid sea view, but in every other respect 
these two great hill cities are far, far ahead of 
the capital of the tiny Italian Republic.

GEN. UHL’S DEATH. 


The Sad Ending of a Prominent Citizen 
of New York. 
From the New York Sun, Mth. 


Gen. Herman Uhl accidentally shot and kill- 
ed himself at his residence, 149 East Sixteenth 
street, yesterday afternoon. Otto Sartorius, 
his brother-in-law, was spending the day with 
him. The two gentlemen were busy during 
the morning in arranging and cleaning Mr. 
Uhl’s collection of revolvers and guns. They 
were a hobby and Mr. Uhl took great interest 
in them. Shortly after 1 o’clock the family 
went down to dinner. Mr. Uhl was in the 
best of spirits. His wife reminded him that 
he had promised to take the family on a jaunt 
through the Central Park the first fine Sun- 
day. My. Uhl repliedjthat the time was al good 
one and told Mrs. Uhl to put on her wraps. 
She went up to her bedroom on the second 
floor, and Mr Uhl and Mr. Sartorius went into 
the back parlor with Mr. Uhl’s sons, Herman 
and Oswald. Mr. Uhl showed Mr. Sartorius 
the mechanism of a Remington rifle. He said 
he had a holster pistol which he wished to 
show him. He stepped into a pantry that 
opened off the parlor. A moment later Mr. 
Sartorius heard a pistol shot. Mr. Uhl came 
out of the pantry with his body partly 
2 up, and with his hands on his right 
side. 
Go quick for a doctor; I’m shot,“ he said 
to Mr. Sartorius. 

The latter did not wait to hear more, but 
ran at onee from the house for a doctor. 

Mrs. Uhl heard the shot iu her room, and 
hastened to the head of the stairs. She saw 
her busband coming slowly up the stairs. He 
said to her to send for the doctors. The ser- 
— were at once dispatched in every direc- 
tion. 

Mr. Uhl went into the bedroom and laid on 
the bed. He said in German: 

„Isn't it dreadful that I should die such a 
terrible death?“ : 

Drs. Zinsser, Klotz and Gerster arrived 
within a few moments. They found Mr. Uhl 
dying from internal hemorrhage. His pulse 
had stopped. Hetold Dr. Zinsser that he 
had reached for the pistol from a high shelf. 
As he took it down the muzzle was 
pointed towards his left breast, when it sud- 
denly exploded. Mr. Uhl again said how 
stupid a death it was to die. 


i Dis wife: 


Jou haye been a good wife—be a good 
mother to the children.” 

He died ten minutes later, a half hour after 
the shooting. 

The bullet struck him in the left breast be- 
low the nipple. It passed downward through 
the lung and bowels, and lodged under the 
skin in the small of the back on the right 
side. The vest was burned by the powder. 

Mr. Uhl was born March 8, 1842, in this city. 
lis father was the founder of the Staats- 
Zeitung: his motheris the wife of Oswald 
Ottendorfer, the editor of the Staats-Zeitung. 
Mr. Uht began his education in the public 
schools of this city, afterward going to the 
Moravian Academy, at Bethlehem, Pa. In 
1857 he entered the Polytechnicon, at Zurich, 
Switzerland, and subsequently was in the 
University there. He returned to this city in 
1803, and engaged in the business department 
of the Staats- Zeitung. Within a short time 
he became business manager, and held that 
position until within a year. In 1866 he mar- 
ried Miss Sartorius, of Wurzburg, Bavaria. 
He had three sons, of whom the oldest is 
fourteen. 

When John T. Hoffman was Governor of 
this State, Mr. Uhl was made Aide-de-Camp, 
and served both terms of Gov. Hoffman’s ad- 
ministration. He was appointed Paymaster- 
General by Gov. Tilden, and retained the po- 
sition uncer Gov. Lucius Robinson. 

In April last, when the Staats-Zeitung be- 
came the property of a joint stock company, 
Mr. Uhl retired from the management. He 
made a trip to Europe with his entire family, 
and retured in October. He was a connois- 
seur in art, and purchased many valuable 
statues and paintings, which now adorn his 
late residence. 

A Day on a Guano Island. 
From the Californian for February. 

My idea of a guano island had always been 
that it was very rocky and covered witha 
White substance resembling mortar before the 
sand is mixed with it. Limagined, too, that 
it exhaled an odor differing somewhat from 
the orange groves of Tahiti. Had I not been 
told that I was on a guano island | would not 
now have knownit from the surroundings. 
Instead of being rocky the soil was mellow 
and dark, and everywhere vegetation was 
most luxuriant. The air was remarkably 
clear and pure. During a walk around the 
island I then learned that there are two kinds 
of guano: or rather, that of certain qualities 
Which all guano possesses, some of these 
qualities predominate in that found in a given 
locality, while guano taken from islands dif- 
ferently located possesses in a much stronger 
degree some other essentials. Thus the 
gunno off the coasts of South America, ex- 
posed to the rays of a tropical sun where the 
surface of the land is never cooled, and where 
rain seldom or never falls, possesses the 
strongest aimmoniacal properties. Not 
onty the exeretions of birds 
deposited there, but 
themselves come there to die; and eggs have 
frequently beemtaken out a little below the 
crusts Which form over these deposits that 
are almost pure ammonia. The guano of these 
islunds has a strong, pungent odor and is white 
and light brown in color. Butthe guano of the 
islands of the Southern Pacific is made up of 
decomposed coral, forming mostly phosphates 
of lime and magnesia. Itis entirely inodor- 
gus and of a dark brown color, resembling 
well pulverized loam. It is believed that the 
birds, which in large numbers inhabit these 
islands, living, as they do, almost entirely on 
ish, deposit phosphoric acid on the coral, and 
so Jeave the bones of the fish, which they 
cannot eat. These decompose the coral, and 
thus form the phosphates which give to the 
<uano its value. The guano is separated from 
the coralin the following manner. There is 
quite a force of natives employed who gather 
the carth in large heaps, and then sereen it in 
the sume manner as fine coal is separated from 
cogsse. The screens arg about eight feet by 
thre¢, aud the fron gauze covering thew is 
fine, allowing amy Lhe guano or fine portions 
of the earth to pass throtigh, and leaving the 
coral in the screens. The guano{s then sacked 
und shipped to Hamburg, whence if js reship- 
ped to different parts of Europe.

Tt is useless I think to relate here the busi- 
ness of the company from its starting till its 
disorganisation, but I will simply bring out a 
few facts Which will explain clearly why we 
did not meet With the expected success. We

iste in st. Paul to properly rehearse our piece 
of debut “Fatinitza”’ which we played without 
«ven one proper rehearsal on the stage. The 
resultean easily be understood.

Same in Grand Forks for $86 and in many 
other places for smaller amounts: all that 
when the management had to be§very careful 
and save the last dollar to go from one place to 
another. On the other side, Mr. Louis Davis, 
the advance agent, who knows so well how to 
put himself forward as an innocent victim, 
went so far as to get into a complete state of 
drunkenness and remained two days in a bar- 
room unconscious and perfectly incapable of 
attending to business, and that also when the 
company was only tive days behind him. And 
when thirsty and short of money, he never 
hesitated to borrow What he thought proper on 
the advance sale. 

All the above is known by every member of 
the company, and I defy any one of them, even 
those who have since turned to be my worst 
enemies, to deny one of those facts. 

Now, do you think Mr. Editor that the 
management of such a crowd (afew excepted) 
was an easy thing, and that such a state of 
things could help the business. 

It is false to state that Miss Lester and J left 
the company in St. Paul without its members 
knowing it! When the citizens of that city 
eave a farewell benetit to Miss Lester, it was 
perfectly stated in every newspaper that said 
benefit Was to take place before her departure 
and mine for San Francisco. The proceeds of 
said benefit were to be left tothe Company and 
help the management to pay the hotel bills as 
far as possible, Which was done when the 
Company left St. Paul for the last time. The 
mob portion of itcame tome in deputation 
and asked metogive up the management. 
Thev were sure to get along nicely in coming 
hack to St. Louis. This deputation was head- 
ed by Mr. Deprez. Mr. Dexter and Graves. 
Meanwhile I had found a backer ready to put 
up the money required, and take back the 
Company to St. Louis in playing along the 
road. (I ean prove the ubove and some of its 
members know it.) When in Manitoba, a 
benefit was tendered to me by my old friends 
in that Province, and a magnificent gold watch, 
Chain and locket were given to me the night of 
said benefit.

Cana ee member of the Compa- 
ny deny the above fact’ Same benefit gave 
mea chare of $132 clear, which amount was 
used for the Company. Mr. E. Deprez knows 
that and will undoubtedly admit it. He can- 
not deny neither that during the whole sea- 
son of ten weeks all the moneys I received 
amounted to $320, that is to say about thirty 
dollars weekly in average, out of which I had 
to pay my expenses, When at the end of the 
season the management owed me about $860, 
(the #820 received to be deducted.) Mr. E. 
Deprez is an honest young gentleman and he 
Will certainly testify the above as he will also 
say, that from the day we started to the day 
we separated we never had a quarrel, not even 
a single word about money matters. 

About the insinuation contained in your arti- 
cle concerning Miss Louise Lester and my- 
self, I will simply say that my reported inti- 
macy with that talented lady is an ignoble 
falsehood. Ever since I met her a very strong 
friendship has existed between us, and when 
I advised her to follow the profession I was 
convinced that she possessed all the qualities 
of “a rea] artist”—her recent and marked 
success in San Francisco prove that I was not 
mistaken. As to my past and present relations 
with her, I openly say that I defy accusation. 
And Jam only sorry that I am not at present 
in St. Louis,asI am sure Mr. Louis Davis 
would find out that to be brave at 1,200 miles 
of distance is not sufficient nor satisfactory to 
some people, but proper time will come for 
all — everything. St. Louis is still open to 
me, and Jean assure you, Mr. Editor, that I 
will be very careful in taking the first oppor- 
tunity to go back there. If, on account of me, 
Mies Lester’s reputation has to suffer, I sin- 
verely hope to be shortly placed in a position 
that will allow me to take a good care of it. I 
have pitied her as «wife; forthe present I 
admire her as an artist and highly respect her 
us a woman. For the rest future events will 
speak for themselves. I hope, however, that 
neither Mr. Dexter or Miss Adams had any- 
thing to do with the report of my so-called 
intimacy with Miss Lester.

A finer or more artistic performance 
than that of last evening has rarely been wit- 
nessed, and it certainly is no encouragement 
to Col. Mapleson to tind that the absurd fash- 
jonable practice of regarding every evening 
when the prima donna assoluta does not sing 
as an ‘‘off’’ night, prevails to such an extent.

_ Nobody will question the necessity for re- 
orm in the matter of street nomenclature, 
although only when one has made several wild- 
goose trips from one end of the city to the 
other does he begin to fully realize the curse 
of thoroughfares which bear the same names 
but are. remotely distant from each 
other. The manner in which the city limits 


were changed from time to time was doubt- 
less largely the cause of this. The snburbs 
were under the county government and 
Carondelet was an independent municipality. 
Thus there was nothing to prevent the dupli- 
cation or even triplication of names, and 
when the boundaries were finally enlarged, 
the streets of the same designation miles 
apart came into one system and people living 
on them gotintothe same directory. It has 
been one of the ideas of the street commis- 
sioner ever since the re-organization 
under the Scheme and Charter to have a com- 
plete reform of street nomenclature. A revi- 
sion has been kept in view which would do 
away with duplicates and which would limit 
to one name those streets now cut up into sec- 
tions and bearing different titles at different 
points, something as perplexing to the stran- 
ger as the duplicates. 

Mr, Ed Berkeley has given a good deal of at- 
tention to this revisſon, and yesterday the 
House of Delegates gathered at the Library 
and grappled with it. Berkeley explained 
where it was necessary to reduce two or three 
names to one and also where duplicates ne- 
cessitated the choosing of new names. The

A WITNESS FUND. 


What Messrs. Harris and Noonan Ask 
of the Legislature. 

Circuit Attorney Harris and Assistant At- 
torney Noonan have united in a letter to the 
Genera] Assembly asking that an appropriation 
be made to defray the expense of getting wit- 
nesses in important murder trials. They ask 
simply for the establishment of the 
fund leaving it to the Legislature to 
provide the custodian and the manner of dis- 
bursement. The argument for its necessity is 
based upon such cases as Kring’s and Matt 
Lewis’. In the former case Captain Tom 
O’Neill came thirteen hundred miles to testify ; 
and as to Matt Lewis’ conviction will depend on 
getting the Horner woman here from Ohio. 
She refuses to come unless her expenses are 
prepaid. The last time she was brought here 
to testify in the ease the then Circuit Attorney 
Beach paid her bill out of his own pocket. It 
was a matter of $75, but official pride prompt- 
ed the expenditure to secure conviction. 
There are cases like this nearly every term. 
Witnesses refuse to come hundreds of miles 
to sustain the prosecution unless they are al- 
lowed mileage and board bills during the trial. 
The attorneys think the necessity for the ap- 
propriation will be apparent to the Legislators 
when the matter is fairly presented, and hope 
for the immediate establishment of the fund.

No Policy But the Enfercement of

And the Punishment of Crime in 
Manifold Form. 


The Dago Dens—The Gamblers—The 
Detectives—Coming Changes. 


Atthe meeting of the Board of Polic Com- 
missioners last evening, Capt. James McDon- 
ough was appointed Chief of Police for four 
years, and a resolution was adopted restoring 
to him the authority and power which natur- 
ally attach to the position. It is only of late 
years that the vice-President of the Board has 
assumed to interfere to such an extent in the 
details of police management, and Mr. Boland, 
in going a little beyond his predecessor, 
brought about a revolution which has cleared 
away the cloudy way of doing things that has 
existed in the department for several vears. 
There Was a stormin the Board mecting last 
evening, and those who passed the corner of 


the Four Courts after dark saw through the 
large uncovered windows a rare pantomine 


going on. It reached its climax when Judge 
‘inney took the floor, and walking up and 
down the room, swung his arms and pro- 


claimed that the time had come to have it de- 
cided who was who and what was what. A 
full report of the meeting would undoubted- 


ly be interesting reading. The 
conclusion of it seems to give 
general satisfaction. The people were 


rowing heartily sick of the wrangle, and the 

orce was dropping to a degree of demorali- 
zation which was fraugbt with danger to the 
metropolitan system: Capt. McDonough has 
been only nominally the Chief of Police for 
several years His hands have been tied, and 
successive vice-presidents have meddled with 
the smallest details of what belonged to the 
Chief’s office. They say in police cireles „the 
old man has got ms club back this morning,’’ 
and the hope is expressed that hereafter there 
will be one head and good discipline in the 
department. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter dropped into 
the Board room to-day and found the Chief 
sitting in the chair yesterday occupied by 
Vice-President Boland. Tothe hope voiced 
that the internal wrangling was over and that 
now the force would be put in shape to grap- 
ple with the crimes of a great eity in a mas- 
terly way, Capt. McDonough gave a prompt 
endorsement. Inthe course of a somewhat 
ee and informal talk the Chief remark- 
ed: 
„ou recollect they had much the same ex- 
perience in New York that we have just been 
through. The Commissioners began interfer- 
ing with the minor details of Chief Walling’s 
management and there was general demorali- 


zation until the Mayor stepped in. The du- 
ties of Chief were clearly defined 


and now Walling is at the head again and the 
police system of New York has recovered its 
goodname. For awhile it Wasa by-word.” 

When the Metropolitan system was put in 
effect here at first there Was no such thing as 
the vice-president assuming to change patrol- 
men and sergeants from one beat to another 
was there?“ 

“Certainly not. That was all left tothe 
chief. It was — eee that in electing a chief 
the board named 2 man competent to manage 
and direct the force. If he didn’t prove so 


then the board could set him aside for 
incompetency, but it was never 
designed that one man should be put 


in the chief’s office for a figure-head, and that 
the direction of the force should be in the 
hands of the vice-president of the board.“ 

es there any ground for the vice-president 
assuming such powers other than the growth 
of a bad custom or precedent?’ 

None whatever. There is no rule or law 
on the subject. Several vears ago the vice- 
president commenced to direct details, which 
was the chief’s business, and the false relation 
until, as has just been seen, it 
led to a radical change, and 
a definite declaration of the relations between 
the Board and the Chief. 

„And what do you understand to be the 
deelaration?’’

But it makes no difference about that. I don’t 
recognize any politics in the department. 1 
have no policy, but I have adutv and that is 
to lessen in every Way possible the crime of 
r and enforce the laws; that I shall try 
0 0. 

“What about the detective force? The office 
of chief of that branch of the force is vacant. 
Shall you recommend anything abont a reor- 
ganization there?’ 

„Nes, sir. I havea plan to propose about 
the detectives. Sergt. Chapman has been in 
my office some ten or eleven years. He has 
had an intimate acquaintance with all the de- 
tective work done in the department. He has 
kept up the rogues’ gallery and the catalogue 
of crooks. Besides this I think he has « natu- 
ral adaptation for that kind of work, and I 
shallaskto have him put in charge of the 
force and to have it completely re-organized. 
Mr. Boland made several changes in the per- 
sonnel of the staff, putting patrolmen on in 
place of the old men, but I know nothing of 
their fitness for that kind of work. We 
have all kinds of men in the department. 
Some are best fitted for one kind of work and 
others for another kind. We shall try and 
make up a staff of detectives from men fitted 
for that particular branch of police business. 
The roster allows ten men for this branch. 
We have eight on ey now. It takes about 
four to do regular daily duty at the depot and 
hotels. This would leave six men for genera! 
detective work. I recognize the room for 
improvement in this branch of the depart- 
ment and am anxious to make it.”

Mis Body Arrives in St. Louls This

THE UNFINISHED PACKET. 


A Boat-Bulilder Seeks to Establish His 
Lien Upon a Hull. 

While the Keokuk Northern Packet people 
‘have been wrangling in! the courts, the boat- 
yard at the foot of Anna street has not pres- 
ented much activity as the scene of a prosper- 
ous company’s cradle-works. An order was 
placed a long time since with J. D. Lawnin, 
the boat-builder, for the construction of a 
new side-wheel passenger steamer upon 
the pattern of the Golden Eagle, War Engle 
and other well known boatsin the upper 
river trade. The boat progessed to a certain 
stage and the builder expended B. 500 in 
labor and materials upon it. The directors 
were looking forward to a christening lunch 
some day in the approaching 
spring, and a pretty girl, the 
daughter of a stockholder, had been 
selected to break a bottie of champagne over 
the new vessel’s bows. The receiver took 
charge of the property, however, and asked 
the court to give him power tosell the boat 
in its untinished condition in order to-meet 
certain expenses. The sale is announced for 
next Wednesday, and the builder 
is now endeavoring to establish his lien 
upon it. This morning an 
application was presented in his behalf by Mr. 
Hermann. Judge Lindley said that the build- 
er had’ assented to the proposition to turn 
over the property of the company to the new 
board, and vet was opposing the receiver’s 
sale. The position was inconsistent. If he 
desired to establish his lien with the view 
of securing payment out of the fund 
in the hands of the receiver at 
the close of the litigation, he would have to 
withdraw his signature from the deed assent- 
ingtothe new board’s proposition. In any 
case he would have to file a petition in the or- 
dinary way against the company, setting forth 
his lien and the matter would then be in prop- 
er sbape before the court. 


THE COLOR LINE, 


Asserted by a Brakesman on a Train, 
Leads to a Lawsuit. 

The trial of a 5,000 damage suit, Bir] 
Mitchell against the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific Railroad Company, is progressing in 
Cireuit Court No. 1. The plaintiff is a colored 
minister residing at Mexico. He testified 
that in the summer of 1879 
he purchased a first-class ticket from Mexico 
to Centralia, and boarded atrain in company 
with another colored minister. As he was 
about to open the door of one of the coaches, 
the brakesman came up and pointed in the 
direction of a second-class coach, as- 
serting in an insulting manner that 
the coach be Was about to enter was“ no place 
for niggers.’’ The plaintiff produced his 
ticket, and asserted his right to enter a first- 
class coach, but the brakesman persisted in 
his refusal to allow him to do so,and he was 
forcibly prevented from entering the coach. 
After considerable argument upon the 
platform of the car the brakesman forced the 
plaintiff back into a second-class car. The 
suit was then filed at the advice of the colored 
minister’s fmends and congregation, who 
were all thoroughly worked up in the matter.

The scarf was taken out, but in a 
short time an officer in passing the ceil dis- 
covered that Hughes had taken his shirt off, 
tore it up. made a rope and was about to 
make a second attempt at suicide. He was then 
handcuffed, but he stated to the reporter this 
morning that he nearly sueceeded in cutting 
with the handcuffs a vein in his wrist last 
nightin order to bleed to death, and the 
wrist bore evidence of his attempts. 
He also begged the reporter for 
a knife, stating that he would plunge it in 
to histhroat G d quick. He was ned 
this morning $100 for vagraney, but declared 
bis intention of jumping over the cliff or into 
the river the first opportunity he had 
at the Work-house.
